Hazen Retires After 33 Years as Head Librarian

If you've lived in Romulus for any 
length of time, you've almost certainly 
met her. 

To some, her face is more familiar 
than any elected official's. 

lf books are your friends, she prob- 
ably is, as well. 

So when she retires on February 
28, after 33 years as the Romulus Public 
Library's head librarian, Diane Hazen 
will be sorely missed. 

"I've really enjoyed it; it's been a lot 
of fun," said Hazen, who has never 
wavered in her belief that being a librar- 
ian — and thereby surrounding herself 
with good books and good people—was 
the ideal career choice for her. 

Given the fact that her mother was 
an assistant to the first Wayne County 





librarian, it's perhaps no surprise that 
Hazen was drawn to her chosen field 
from the very beginning. As a girl, she 
often went to work with her mom and 
enjoyed "helping out" with various tasks. 

After earning a Master of Library 
Science degree from the University of 
Michigan, Hazen spent five years as a 
children's librarian, first in Farmington 
and later in Trenton. She was appointed 
to her current position in 1970. 

“Romulus became acity in May, and 
| assumed my duties in June," Hazen 
recalled. "Everyone was excited about 
the city's new library [then under con- 
struction] and its future in general. It was 
a heady time.” 

Hazen, who had grown up in De- 
troit, moved to Romulus soon after re- 
ceiving her new appointment because 


she felt it was important to be an integral 
part of the community she served. She 
has remained here — very happily — 
this day. 

Hazen's impact on the people of 
Romulus has been truly tremendous. 
During her tenure, the library's collec- 
tion has grown from 13,000 to over 
60,000 books. Over the years, she imple- 
mented numerous programs, such as 
book discussion groups, for the city’s 
adults, but her main focus has always 
been the children of the community. 

"Perhaps because | began my ca- 
reer as a children's librarian, | have 
devoted a big portion of my time to 
services for young people,“ said Hazen. 
"Helping children acquire alove of books 
and reading can have an enormous 
impact on their lives.” 

Besides organizing summerreading 
clubs, story-time sessions, craftclasses, 
and other library-based programs for 
kids, Hazen also worked closely with the 
Romulus Community Schools. 

"I've always had a wondertul rela- 
tionship with the district,” she said. "Dur- 
ing the late '70s and early ‘80s, when the 
schools were forced to cut programs 
because of financial difficulties, my staff 
and | were able to help them maintain 
some library services by training volun- 
teer workers in everything fromchilaren’s 
literature to bookbinding. We also have 
a long history of sharing books with the 
schools, as well as working with teach- 
ers to acquaint them with the librarys 
resources and ways to take advantage 
of them. Still another of our successful 
library-school collaborations has been 
our yearly exhibition of student art.” 

Hazen said she reached out to the 
schools because she realized that, for 
many children, school libraries offered 
their only chance to enjoy reading. 

"The City of Romulus is spread out 
over a big area, and most of ourchildren 
live too far away to walk to the library,” 
she explained. “There's no public trans- 
portation, and kids from one-car, Work- 
ing households often have a hard time 
catching a ride from Mom or Dad. The 
library in their neighborhood schoo! pro- 
vides these youngsters with their onl) 
opportunity to borrow BOOKS.” 

Hazen's involvement with 
schools has been so extensive and In- 
fluential that the district recently recog- 
nized her with a special resolution of 
commendation.

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Resident Speaks Out Against Proposed Racetrack

One of Hazen's biggest successes 
was the bookmobile program that ran for 
nine years before funding cuts put an 
end to it. 

"Our vehicle, ‘The Romulus Read- 
about' — which was named by a Beverly 
School student who received a $25 bond 
for his winning suggestion in our name 
the bookmobile’ contest — became a 
familiarsightall over the city," said Hazen. 
“At one point, we were distributing more 
than 3,000 books a month through the 
program.” 

Hazen's fondest memories, though, 
are of the thousands of people she has 
had the privilege to meet. 

"| especially love visits from people 
who used to come into the library as 
children,” she noted. "The fact that I'm 
now helping their children develop a 
similar love of books has been a big thrill 
for me." 

But of all Hazen's friends, there's 
one in particular who has been there for 
her, literally day-in and day-out, for more 
than 30 years. So who is this faithful 
companion? 

“It's my snake plant,” laughed 
Hazen, pointing to a sizeable clump of 
obviously flourishing greenery. “Some 
of my librarian friends gave me agift—a 
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pot containing several plants — back in 
1971, when the library was dedicated. 
All of the plants died except this one, 
which remained in its original pot until a 
month ago, when it got knocked off a 
cabinet and broke. You should have seen 
how root-bound it was!" 

Although Hazen will leave her old 
friend at the Library, she is taking a few 
cuttings to nurture at home. Caring for 
her plant — and her garden in general — 
is one of several interests she'll be purs- 
ing in her retirement, along with travel, 
quilting, and working on her house. She 
also plans to dedicate more time to local 
organizations such as the Romulus His- 
torical Society and the Romulus Pump- 
kin Festival Committee. 

As to the identity of Hazen’s re- 
placement, that is not yet Known. Appli- 
cations for the Wayne County-appointed 
position are currently being accepted.

GUIDELINES FOR AUDIENCE PARTICIPATION 


The Romulus Board of Education welcomes audience participation at its meetings. These guidelines, which are 
based on the Board of Education By-Laws and Policies, are intended to facilitate the orderly conduct of the 
audience-participation portion of Board of Education meetings. 


The district encourages parents, students, and others to resolve issues at the building level whenever possible, with 
the teacher or building principal or assistant principal. Issues not resolved at the building level may be addressed 
to the appropriate central office administrator and then, if necessary, to the superintendent. The Board of Education 
discourages parents, students, and others from addressing the Board of Education on issues that have not been 
processed in this fashion and will, in Such cases, direct the person addressing the Board of Education to the 
appropriate administrator. 


e Persons wishing to address the Board of Education must complete an audience-participation card and submit 
it to the Board's president before the meeting starts. Cards will not be accepted after the meeting starts. 


e The Board's president will recognize speakers. 


° Speakers must limit their comments to three minutes or less unless, due to the number of persons desiring to 
address the Board, the Board's president limits comments to two minutes or less. Soeakers may not defer any 
part of their time to others. 


e Speakers must identify themselves by name and address. Speakers representing organizations or groups 
should indicate whether their comments represent the official position of those organizations or groups. 


e Speakers should observe the rules of common courtesy. Personal attacks on Board members and district 
employees will not be tolerated. Board members and district employees may request the Board to entertain 
complaints against them in closed session. 


e The audience-participation portion of Board of Education meetings does not exceed 30 minutes. 


¢ Board of Education members may question speakers to gain additional information. However, the Board of 
Education does not debate audience-participation items. , 


e The Board of Education reserves the right to take any action permitted by law to ensure order at its meetings, 
including the expulsion of disorderly persons.

Tuskegee Airmen Discusse 


James Hayes treated Cory Elementary students to a brief talk about the 
famous Tuskegee Airmen as part of the school's celebration of Black 


History Month. 





The celebration of Black History 
Month at Cory Elementary School in- 
cluded a very informative lecture about 
the famous Tuskegee Airmen by James 
C. Hayes, current president of the De- 
troit chapter of Tuskegee Airmen, Inc. 
Hayes is also a member of the Board of 
Governors of the Tuskegee Airmen Na- 
tional Historic Museum and a member 
of the Black Pilots of America, Inc. 

Second Lieutenant Hayes told Cory 
students stories about the various feats 
accomplished by the all-Black pilots of 
the 332nd Fighter Group in their flights 
over Europe. The group never lost an 
escorted bomber'to enemy fire in over 
200 missions; shot down 17 enemy 
planes over Italy during a three-week 
period; and sank a German destroyer 
using only a .50-caliber machine gun. 

Hayes also explained that, before 
President Harry Truman signed Execu- 
tive Order #9981 in 1948, which inte- 


grated the U.S. Armed Forces, military 
facilities were often segregated, and 
African-American pilots were given as- 
signments escorting bombers rather 
than flying fight missions themselves. 

He concluded by noting that 66 of 
the 450 Black combat pilots were killed 
in action, and another 32 were either 
shot down and captured or made emer- 
gency landings in enemy territory. 

Dick Kruse, spokesperson for the 
Romulus Community Schools, reports 
that Hayes’ educational background in- 
cludes classes at the Chrysler Institute 
of Engineering, the University of Detroit, 
andthe University of Michigan. He holds 
acommercial pilot's license, instrument 
rating, and flight-instructor rating for sin- 
gle- and multi-engine airplanes. Hayes 
was also in business as a partner in the 
Aero Services air freight/charter com- 
pany and as the owner of Triangle Avia- 
tion flight training school. 4
